The fall musical, YOU’RE A GOOD MAN, 
CHARLIE BROWN, played to standing-room-only 
crowds for three performances. The play is a series of 
vignettes in which born loser Charlie Brown (portrayed 
by Rick Drexler), Snoopy (Mark Boone), Lucy (Mary 
Paxton), Schroeder (Mike Degnan), Linus (Clay Hulet), 
and Peppermint Patty (Jane Sperry) cope with base¬ 
ball, the Red Baron, Lucy’s tantrums, kite flying, a 
book report on Peter Rabbit, a glee club rehearsal, and 
each other. 

U-High was the first in the area to produce 
CHARLIE BROWN when it was released for amateur 
production in the fall. The musical is based on Charles 
Schulz’s “Peanuts” comic strip with music and lyrics 
by Clark Gleaner. The score includes numbers such as 
“Happiness” and “You’re a Good Man, Charlie 
Brown.”

Dear U-High Friends! 

More than a year ago, I had great visions about going to California, 
Florida, or some other exotic place in the United States. Then I was no¬ 
tified that the year was to be spent in Normal, Illinois. Great was my 
discouragement when I not even was able to find the place on the map! 

When I look back at the year that now has almost passed, I feel 
grateful that I got to stay here and no-place else. The year has been a 
marvelous experience. I feel that it has been more valuable to me than 
three years at home. I have experienced the life in a midwestern com¬ 
munity, and learned a new lifestyle with different traditions. I have 
learned another language, seen new sports and games, tasted new foods, 
and most of all, got answers to all the questions I had about USA be¬ 
fore I came. I hope that I, in return, have given you knowledge about 
conditions in Scandinavia. 

Of all these experiences, I rate U-High as the most valuable one. It 
was here I made friends and got involved in extracurricular activities 
like cross-country, swimming, and, above all, drama. I felt at home here 
from the first day and, thanks to you, the people here, I never once felt 
like an “Outsider.” I know I will miss it all terribly much when I get 
back to Sweden. 

For all this I want to thank all of you that are involved in AFS and 
thus made it possible for me to come over and have these experiences. 

I want to thank the school for an educational year and the family that 
“adopted” me in such a wonderful way and helped me adjust to a new 
lifestyle. Sometimes I felt that I got better along with this family than 
with my own at home. I want to thank you properly for what you have 
done and for being who you are. Words mean so little: I feel that I have 
expressed only a fraction of what I wanted to say. Maybe it would help 

if 1 expressed it in my own tongue: 

TUSEN TAKK TIL HVER ENESTE EN AV DERE OG LYKXE TIL 

I FREMTIDEN. I really mean it.

Despite a brilliant performance by All-State quarter¬ 
back Jim Crews, who was also one of the nation’s top 
100 backs, the varsity footballers were able to win 
only 3 out of 8 contests. 

One bright spot in the season, however, was the 
Pioneers’ decisive 35-14 Homecoming victory over 
Lakeview, in which Dave Jump, U-High’s All-Confer¬ 


ence halfback, scored four touchdowns. Joining Jump 
on the All-Conference team were Bruce Miller at 
defensive end, Tim Edwards at tackle, and Jack Eddy 
at guard. Crews didn’t make that team, but was named 
to both Intercity teams. Jump and Crews were named 
most valuable players, while Chiodo and Eddy were 
voted co-captains for the '72 season.

For Second Straight Year

Led by Cal Smith and All-American guard j- 
Crews, the Pioneer basketball team again reached tk 
Sweet Sixteen. After winning the Fairbury-CW £ 
Regional and beating Farmer City and IHini Bluff- 
take the Sectional title, the eagers were topped by 
Gibson City in the first round of the state tournament 

The Pioneers finished with a 21-9 record overall 
and took second in the conference with a 6-2 mark 
losing only narrow 61-59 and 57-54 contests to Wash 
ington. The team also placed fourth in the Pontiac 
Holiday Tournament and tied for first in the Intercity 
Tournament. 

Jim Crews, who was named to All-State and All- 
American teams in both football and basketball, set 
new single game (38 points) and season (626) scoring 
records, and was the team’s Most Valuable Player, 
while Cal Smith was voted Honorary Captain.

Beginning in October, nearly every Saturday unti 
March, the speech team engaged in contest after con¬ 
test.
